4. To make the Beds of ſuch Boys as ſhall be 
unable to do it themſelves ; and be careful to ob- 
ſerve whether any do wet, foul, or otherwiſe damage 
their Bedding, or any thing elſe belonging to them; 
and, if they do, to acquaint the Steward with it. 


5. To acquaint the Phyſician or Diſpenſer when 
any Boys happen to fall Sick, or have contracted 
any Diſtemper ; and the Surgeon, or one of his Aſ- 

ſiſtants, when any chance to be Hurt; and to take 

proper Care of them, until they are removed into 
the Infirmary, according to the Directions given for 
that Purpoſe by the Phyſician or Surgeoͤon. 
6. To be at Table with the Boys at Meal-times, 
the Senior Nurſe at the Upper End, and the other 
at the Lower; and to diſtribute to them their Pro- 
viſions in the eſtabliſhed Proportions
